1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
I. Claims 1 -28, 50-65 and 77-91 , drawn to a system and method for 
transmitting interactive media, classified in class 715, subclass 700. 



II. Claims 29-49, drawn to a system and method for producing real-time 
media presentation, classified in class 715, subclass 977. 

III. Claims 66-76, drawn to a system and method for .synchronizing the media 
in two servers, classified in class 709, subclass 248. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are disclosed as different combinations which are not connected in 
design, operation or effect. These combinations are independent if it can be shown that 
(1 ) they are not disclosed as capable of use together, (2) they have different modes of 
operation, (3) they have different functions, or (4) they have different effects. (MPEP 
806.04, MPEP 808.01). 



In the instant case, invention I is directed to a method comprises the steps of 
receiving the data stream from severs. The invention II is directed to a method 
comprises the steps of using a media player module to produce the real time media 
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presentation. The invention III is directed to a method comprises the steps of 
simultaneously displaying a web page and a media presentation on different portions. 

3. These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, and the search 
required for each Group is different and not co-extensive for examination purpose.
